PALESTINIAN OFFICIAL ON MISSILES, ALLIANCE WITH USSR

[Excerpts] Why has there been such a worldwide and seemingly endless uproar because 
Syria brought a few SAM-6 missiles a few kilometers inside Lebanese territory? 


First of all, the missiles crisis coincided with General Haig's visit to the area-- 
the general who became secretary of state in the new administration. 


Haig came to the area with a specific program. He told the Arab countries which 
were ready to listen to his demands that the time has come to form a military- 
political-economic alliance to confront the Soviet danger and to stop talking about 
any conflict with Zionism and Israel since this is a "matter that we will resolve 
between ourselves later." 


It was clearly understood that anyone who refused to fall into line the way the 
general wanted would have his head broken, because the general has no time for 
discussion, and the lower ranks must obey orders as they have always beer taught. 


Obviously the heads that were earmarked for breaking were those of the stead- 
fastness front and the Palestinian revolution, and first and foremost the Syrian 
head, because of its objective and strategic importance on the way to finishing 
off other resisters. 


In the meantime the phalan’ t forces which are allied with Israel began escalating 
their attacks in order to .. .n full control of the town of Zahlah and the 
surrounding hills. The Arab Deterrent Force [ADF] was seeking to check the advance 
of the phalangist forces toward the town. At this juncture Israel struck at the 
Syrian helicopters, which showed that this was a calculated escalation whose 
ultimate aim is to expel the ADF, liquidate the Palestinian revolution, and nake 
some Palestinians join the future Jordanian-Israeli plan. The authors of the 
European initiative are hoping in this regard that Shim'on Peres will come to power 
in Israel and will implement the "reasonable" solution with Jordan. 














A Syrian Counterstand 


The Syrian initiative to introduce a few missiles in al-Biga' has come to mean 
many thinge--things that are much bigger and more effective than the missiles. 
These are: 


First, a Syrian decision to move to a new stage and a new form to stop the Camp 
David onslaught and force it to retreat. 


Second, the Soviet-Syrian treaty subjected to a serious test. And on this actual 
testing ground the role and credibility of the treaty became evident. 


Third, the belief that Reagan's imperialist policy must be opposed. The Middle 
East is a very important field for this conflict, in which imperialism can be 
made to understand that the world can no longer tolerate policies such as those of 
Mr Reagan and Mr Haig. 


So it is not the small missiles that are behind this uproar but the Soviet-backed 
Syrian stand, and its repercussions and effects on the world conflict starting 
from the Middle East. 


Return of the Glorious Days 


First, the most important direct result of what has become known as the missiles 
crisis is the return of good spirits and joy to our nation's millions, in a 
situation chat reminds us of the days of the late Jamal ‘Abd al-Nasir. This was 
one of the most important resulte because it reflects the tremendous potential of 
our nation, which has been humiliated and disgraced by traitors like al-Sadat, 
and its splendid readiness to give. At the first ray of hope for actual and 
immediate resistance, the nation stood up to rally around the firm Syrian stand 
and to call for consolidating and developing it. 


Second, it exacerbated the imperialist predicament which started when our Arab 
nation led by the steadfastness and confrontation front and the Palestinian 
revolution rejected al-Sadat's treason. Imperialism, having failed to topple the 
Syrian nationalist regime by various means, the latest being the Muslim Brother- 
hood's activities, is today countering the results of the Syrian-Palestinian- 
Lebanese steadfastness in the missiles crisis by reference to the Soviet-Syrian 
treaty. 


Third, President Brezhnev's statements have come to reveal several things, the most 
important of which is that when the local nationalist forces in any country stand 
fast and struggle to defend the just cause of their peoples against imperialism 
the Soviet Union will stand firmly on the side of those people. 


President Brezhnev's statements have also confirmed that the role which the Reagan 
administration is seeking to play in the world will not succeed, particularly not 
in our area. Brezhev's statements also mean that the Middle East is not a U.S. 
zone of influence and that it can only belong to its owners the Arabs, who are 
supported by the Soviet Union and all the world forces of revolution and liberation. 














Fourth, the outcome of this crisis was that the Zionist enemy was surprised by this 
new stand. The Zionist have become used to being masters of the land and sea and 
not just masters of the air. The one who was most surprised was the Talmudist, 

the hero of Dayr Yasin [Menahem Begin), who thinks not only that the land of Israel 
extends from the Nile to the Euphrates but actually believes that all the world's 
people are slaves of the people of Israel, whom God preferred to the rest of the 
world, 


Fifth, one of the results of the al-Biqa' crisis has been that Arab reaction, 
which stood helpless before Haig's conditions and was unable to declare its real 
stance, is now declaring itself on Syria's side because it is forced to do so out 
of embarrassment. These reactionary forces still refuse to have even more pressure 
put on Israel, even if that pressure comes from Syria backed by the Soviet Union. 


If members of the Saudi royal family, who are so numerous, and those people in 
the Arab countries who revolve in the Saudi orbit carried matches and threatened 
the United States to set fire to the oil, they would force the United States to 
adopt stands that would achieve gains much more effectively than by their symbolic 
demands for the liberation of Jerusalem. 


National commitment is vital; it is the thing that has its impact on the local and 
international forces involved in the sphere of action. I would refer here to Arab 
League Secretary General Chedli Klibi's statement at the recent Palestine National 
Congress meeting. He said: "The solution is in the hands of the Soviet Union and 
the United States. In the final analysis, why does the Soviet Union not make the 
recognition of the Palestinian people's rights a condition for negotiating with the 
United States, just as the United States makes Israel's security and existence a 
condition for negotiating with the Soviet Union” 


The answer to this is to be found here in the Arab territories. First, are the 
Arab countries, including the oil countries, committed to Arab and Palestinian 
rights? Why do they not c1 .ate subjective conditions leading to the end? What 
is happening is exactly the contrary, since we find most Arab officials striving 
to exclude any Soviet support fo: our countries, while at the same time they do 
not make it a condition for the sited States that independent Palestinian state 
be established. 


The continuation of these Arab stands conceals from Arab officials two important 
facts, which are: 


1--Relations with the Soviet Union are in the interest of our countries and peoples 
despite the ideological differences between certain Arab regimes and the Soviet 
Union. Events have proved that the Soviet Union is a brsic support for protecting 
Arab rights in Palestine and for the liberation of Jerus len. 


2--The Soviet presence in our area or other areas is the result of the Soviet 
Union's international weight. This presence was recognized in 1977, but the 
difference remained over the nature of Arab rights, particularly Palestinian rights 
and the establishment of an independent state. 











The presence that was rejected in the 1977 U.S.-Soviet talks on the Middle East 
crieis was the Palestinian presence on the Palestinian eoil. The United States 
and Israel stand behind this refusal. 


Sixth, the missiles crisis clearly shows that Haig's call to fall into line 
nucessarily creates an opposing lineup. Those who believe that this crisis serves 
the Soviet Union and increases Soviet danger are in the same trench, while those 
who believe that the interest of Palestine and of the great majority of the Arab 
peoples is to resist Camp David and to strike an alliance with the world revolu- 
tionary forces, headed by the Seviet Union, in order to secure the future of this 
nation and restore the Palestinian people's rights are in the opposing trench. 


The present imperialist tactics is to find ways by which the imperfialiest central 
objective can be achieved, which is to crush Syria, the Palestinian revolution and 
the Lebanese nationalist movement. The present confusion, or more accurately the 
present silence and waiting, shows that the U.S. plan has not yet been finalized. 


It is difficult to believe that there is a real difference between Begin and the 
present U.S. administration, which is no less evil or mad. 


So we are now facing one situation and no other, which is that U.S. imperialisn 

will launch an attack in the area through ite toole (Israel, the phalangists, and 
the Arab reaction) in order to bring down Syria, the Palestinian revolution and 

the Lebanese nationalist movement. This attack could take several forms, direct 

or indirect, in the Lebanese arena or eleehere, or in several arenas simultaneously. 


But it is an established fact that U.S. imperialism will not accept Syria's becoming 
a bastion of steadfastness influencing the situation in the area without trying 
all it can to prevent this from happening. 


The Current Confrontation and the Conditions for Victory 


The characteristic of the present confrontation is that as I have already said, 
either the Arab-Soviet alliance will stand fast in face of the U.S. program or will 
be defeated. Which means that the current battle is crucial and vital in view of 
its effects on the future of the Arab liberation movement, including the possi- 
bilities of changes in the Arab regimes in future stages. This is essential if 
the confrontation and the objectives to be achieved through it are to be served. 

1 believe that the matter is much bigger than the small missiles deployed on the 
al-Biqa' hills, since it involves » Soviet stand supporting our just cause in the 
conflict with the United States and Israel. This stand, the subsequent Syrian 

and Soviet official statements, and the seriousness of the present confrontation 
strengthen our belief that the matter goes beyond the question of the deployment 
of sophisticated weapons in al-Biqa'; it raises the question of the ability of this 
base [Israel] to continue to exist in the event of a total [Arab] military superiority. 


In view of the fact that the Zionist base came into being at a juncture in time 
characterized by the definite superiority of imperialism, we are now witnessing 
an important and decisive change in the balance of power in favor of the world 
revolutionary forces with all their factions. Although the local situation may 
still be bad, the possibilities of its improving are quite evident. This in turn 
points to the beginning of the countdown to a change in the balance of power in 

















the area and the beginning of the retreat of the Zionist base. This, however, does 
not mean that the retreat will come easily. In order to achieve it we msec fight 
many, many battles against the Zionist enemy as well as against the other forces 
that prevent ue from fighting this arrogant enemy. 


Therefore, I believe that the central task of all the revolutionary Arabs is to 
support and harden the Syrian-Palestinian-Lebanese nationalist stand, which is 
backed by the steadfastness and confrontation front, so that it will be impossible 
for imperialism and its agents to force a climbdown from this stand in any 
circumstances what ever. 


On the level of the Palestinian revolution, the Palestinian problem is the central 
issue of the confrontation. This requires us in the Palestinian command to rise 
to this confrontation and to be effective and decisive in many fields. The time 
has come for us to show oursel es equal to the new tasks in the Arab political 
arena, foremost among which is to deepen the alliance with the Soviet Union and the 
socialist countries and, at the same time, develop the situation of the Palestinian 
revolution in a manner that would achieve a real national unity within a united 
Palestinian front so as to enable this revolution to play its major role in the 
whole Arab official and popular fields. 


If we are to be honest in viewing the fact of what is happening, war has started 
and is continuing. It could take several courses and assume different forms; 
and it could also develop to encompass territories and areas beyond the present 
calculations and expectations.

THIRD WORLD ISLAMIC FUND--Geneva--The establishment of an Islamic investment 
Company with an initial capital of $250 million to finance development projects 

in the Third World was announced here yesterday. Ite president, Saudi Arabia's 
Prince Muhammad al-Faysal al Sa'ud, told a news conference the company, administered 
from Geneva, hoped to attract funds of one billion dollars from citisens of 
Islamic countries. The Bahama-registered company would be based on strict Islamic 
principles, with no connections with governments or international financial 
institutions. Founders of the company, Dar Al Maal Al Islemi, include political 
leaders and businessmen in Saudi Arabia, Egypt, Kuwait, Malaysia, Guinea, Pakistan, 
Qatar, Sudan and the United Arab Emirates. They had eo far provided $160 million, 
Prince Muhammad said. Prince Muhammad said the new company would not operate on 
Western fixed-interest principles, which contravened Islam. Instead it would 
stress the partnership aspect in productive projects mutually profitable to 
investors and peoples of the regions where they were carried out. [Text]

REBELS SET UP ASSASSINATION SQUADS IN KABUL

[Text] New Delhi, 4 Jun (AFP)—The Afghan rebels fighting the government and Soviet 
forces in Afghanistan have set up assassination squads in Kabul and stepped up 

tempo of killing senior officials of the Babrak Karmal regime, a published report 
here said today. 


Over 25 percent of the official cars in the Afghan capital have bullet holes in 
them and that on an average 12 people, m:''y Afghan party and government officials 
are being killed each week, the conserv:.ive inglish daily "STATEMAN" said quoting 
"several sources.” 


"The freedom fighters are better equipped now than any time before and what's 
more they seem to be getting more and more equipwent to carry on their hit-and-run 
attacks on the Soviet Army," the paper said in the front page report. 


The dreaded Soviet MI-24 helicopter gunships, against which the Mujahidin (Muslim 
freedom figher) have been largely helpless, are now being threatened. SA-7S 

(hand held, heat-seeking missiles of Soviet manufacture) are arriving from Egypt 
and the first 20 mm anti-aircraft guns cof Chinese manufacture are beginning to 
exact a tool of helicopters, as are 12.7 mm heavy machine guns arriving from abroad, 
the paper said without identifying its sources. 


"As Mr Babrak Karmal's government talks in terms of having fully established a 
firm grip over Afghanistan, reports indicate that the freedom fighters are far 
from finished indeed and Mr Karmal's writ runs only in some of the major towns," 
the paper said. 


"Perhaps the most dramatic guerrilla successes, according to reliable sources, 
are being registered in the sea of land mines."

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SOVIETS ATTACKING BY DAY, REBELS BY NIGHT

Give No Sign of Weakening") 


(Text) Jeratu-Wardak (east-central Afghanistan), AFP--Afghanisten is a country 
which is occupied by day and a battlefield by night. 


The special correspondent of AGENCE FRANCE-PRESSE, Alain Paudeux, who covere = 

500 km on horseback and on foot in 15 days with the Mujahidin [resistance fi,nters) 
from Wardak Province to the mountains of Haserajat in central Afghanistm, wes able 
to observe that the Afghan Muslim resistance was not giving any signe of weakening 
despite the crushing superiority in equipment of its adversary. 


While the Soviet-Afghan air force was bombing Kandahar, the country's second city, 
to dislodge the resistance fighters (LE MONDE of 5 May 1961), most of the villages 
crossed in the daytime lived in fear of a raid by helicopters ad armored mits. 
But as soon as darkness falls the peasants of Pakia, Logar, Gieasni, end Wardak 
provinces move up to the government positions on the plains ad herase thee for 
hours prior to beating a hasty retreat before dam. 


By venturing into the plain of Gardez, in Paktia Province, at night, the newsaa 
watched an attack against the importent Afghan gerrison of Tamir 
of Mullah Jallaludin. The resistance fighters, who had hed to 
from Jallaludin's camp in the Zedran sountein range to 
garrison, fired from 2200 hours to midnight on targets which they alone could 
make out in the total darkness. Numbering about 50 equipped with In 

dating to World War II, Kalishnikov rifles, ea Soviet machinegun, and rocke 
launchers in the improbable case of a sortic by tanks, the rebels attacked several 
thousand entrenched Afghan troops. 


Tamir, which in broad daylight would have crushed these modest attackers with the 
support of the Soviet air force based at Gardez, the chief tam of Paktia Pro- 
vince, located a few dozen kilometers away, could only respond blindly. Clusters 
of tracer bullets, fired by the government forces, got lost in the sky without 
succeeding in locating the Mujahidin. Several hours before daybreak, the commando 
group halted the engagement and retumed to the gsounteins without knowing the 
casualties and damage inflicted on their enemy. But «a group of stragglers vas 
bombed by Soviet helicopters. 














These attacks probably d@ not inflict major losses on the Soviet-Afghan forces 

but oblige them to remain on the alert even in their quarters and the cities wider 
their control, Gardes is thus constantly Lit up by flares while Giasni, a garrison 
town located between Kabul and Kandahar, ie in part occupied by the Mujahidin 
every night, The latter assert that they will also attack the armored wits camp 
of Sayadabad 70 km south of Kabul. 


During the daytime the Soviet-Afghan forces continue to exercise a policy of re- 
prisals, With the evception of the Zadran range, protected by two anti-aircraft 
guns which bar ite overflight by helicopters, those regions which participate 
must actively in the resistance movement are bombed and machinegunned. In the 
Village of Zana-Khan (Logar Province), troops emecuted 20 persons on their door- 
stepe whose names were on a list in late April, the villagers asserted. O the 
neighboring plain of Kharwar, tanks and helicopters o from Giami 

mach inegunned all those they found 1 the plain leaving some casualties behind, 
according to witnesses. 





The weapons, still ridiculously inadequate, available to the villages mandate the 
Mujahidin to hole up in their homes until the tanks withdray, “There has not been 
any major offensive this spring, but the Soviets are striking gore harshly since 
radio reports announced that Presicent Reagan was going to give us arm," a 
villager from Kharwar said.

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REBELS AMBUSH SOVIET MILITARY CONVOY

[Text] Reports reaching Delhi from Afghanistan say Muslim rebels have killed 
several Soviet soldiers in an ambush near the Afghan capital, Kabul. The rebels 
are said to have launched attacks on Soviet convoys, following the destruction by 
Soviet troops of three mosques near a Soviet air base. We will read you a report 
from Satish Jacob in Delhi. 


Sources in Kabul, which have proved reliable in the past, report that Soviet troops 
recently destroyed three large mosques situated alongside the strategic highway 


infuriated the rebels who waylaid a convoy of 10 trucks carrying Soviet soldiers 
from Bagram air base to Charikar. The reports say that 40 dead or wounded Soviet 
soldiers were taken back to the air base. They alleged that Soviet forces returned 
the next day and went on a shooting spree, firing at houses situated all the 
along the highway. The Soviet attack continued for 3 days. The rebels also 
ambushed a large Soviet convoy carrying supplies to Katul through the 
Pass in the north. In that attack all 17 trucks in the convoy are said to have 
been destroyed and supplies looted. 


The sources also reported the arrival of a high-powered Soviet delegation in Kabul.

IMPORTANCE OF JAPANESE COOPERATION TALKS STRESSED 

Arrival of Japanese Delegation 
Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 3-4 Apr 81 ppl, 5

(text) A Japanese delegation composed of several Japanese economic leaders has been 
in Algiers since yesterday. The delegation was welcomed upon arrival at the Houari 
Boumediene Airport by the minister of finance, Mr M'Hamed Yala, accompanied by high 
officials of the Ministries of Foreign Affaire and Finance, in the presence of the 
Algerian ambassador to Tokyo and the Japanese ambassador to Algiers. 


In a statement to the national press, Mr Yoshihiro Inamaya, president of Keidanren 
[Federation of Japanese Economic Organizations], stated the purpose of the visit 
of the economic delegation headed by him, stressing the opportunity offered for ia- 


proving Japanese-Algerian cooperation. 


Taking pride in Algeria's interest in Japanese technology, Mr Inamaya said that he 
believed that his visit to Algeria, which he had been wanting to make fo: a long 
time, would help to achieve some of the goals of the Algerian 5-Year Plan and would 
contribute to sutual prosperity. 


Mr Inamaya concluded that as a result of the importance placed on their knowledge 
of the Algerian developmert plan, the Japanese busines” executives are here to under- 
take better cooperation with Algeria. 


If rhe state of Japanese-Algerian relations gives both sides reason to be satisfied, 
to | everything is contributing to broadening their sphere of action and their quali- 
tative development. There are few countries, like Japan, with which the basis for 
understanding has been easily freed from all complicating factors and consequently 
rendered favorable for the establishment of sound, productive cooperation. 


Thus for example, it should be noted that the total value of bilateral trade in 1960 
was 21 times that of 1971 and nearly 5 times that of 1974, considered a reference 
year for trade relations between our two countries. 


However, if the coverage of Japanese exports showed a cumulative deficit of sore 
than $2 billion for a decade, it is no less significant that since last year bilateral 
trade reached a balance toward which it wil 














In the wake of such a requirement, in keeping with the statements of good will by 

the Japanese, the status of the visitors and their influence over the entire fore- 
front of the Japanese economy and production can only offer to the talks beginning 
.oday, with high Algerian officials of the Minietries of Finance, Planning, Commerce, 
Heavy Industry, Light Industry, khnergy, Housing, Poste and Telecommunications, Public 
Works, and especially Transportation and Fishing, the possibility of going beyond 
their exploratory character to take a decisive turn in determining the possibilities 
of further harmonizing and broadening our bilateral cooperation, which should reflect 
the igportance which both sides place on international economic revival, as established 
during the Sixth Special Session of the UN General Assembly. It should be recalled 
that this session was opened by Algeria to promote a new international economic order. 


This feature is significant in view of the vicissitudes of Japan's independent develop- 
ment, whose economy does not conform to the traditional criteria of Western economic 
development and whose hardworking, dieciplined people, who are directly responsible 

for their country's rise, are sealously sotivated by a tenacious will to remove Japan 


from foreign dependence. 


In conclusiot there is nothing standing in the way of Algeria and Japan making their 
cooperation grow in accordance with autual interests and a total break with what 
major Western powers have unwisely thought to impose on Third World countries.

In response to this candid message of friendship, one which touched his Algerian 
hosts, Mr Inamaya stated how auch importance his country attached to peaceful rela- 
tions with the rest of the world, emphasizing the importance which the Japanese place 
on Algeria's economic development projects. 


Next it was the turn of high officials of the Ministry of Planning and National De- 
velopment to enter the first stage of the talks to be held during the Keidanren dele- 


gation's visit. 


Speaking first, Mr Hidouci, adviser to the Ministry of Planning, basically presented 
to the Algerian hosts the main features of the 5-year plan and the aajor goals of 
the 1980-90 decade, stressing in particular the changes that will shape the national 
economy and its organization during the current plan. 


Following him, Mr Belizidia, general director of national development, described 
at length to the audience the Algerian policy of distributing long-term operations, 
the prospective development of the high plateaus and the impending construction of 

















major infrastructures required for the effective general use of the whole country's 
economic potential. 


Adding to this multisectoral panorama of our S-year plan, Mr Berrahmoune, general 
director of productive activities, outlined the development of investment operations 
in industrial, agricultural and hydroelectric sectors, first emphasizing an initial 
period of development of national design and construction capabilities and a second 
period of implementing ambitious projects in the aforementioned sectors. 


The discussion which followed these statements enabled the representatives of the 
Japanese economy to get into the details of the S-year plan, in particular the place 
of foreign technical assistance, broadening our production capabilities, agricultural 
mechanization, the reorganization of self-managed areas and the development of infra- 
structures intended more to promote production than imports, integration of our plants 
through manufacturing rather than through assembly. 


In the course of these reports and discussions on the 5-year plan, Mr Aoufi, general 
director of the Algerian Development Bank [BAD], made a notable speech of rather 
unusual clarity in the financial sector, stressing the Algerian system of financing 
productive investments, which is fundamentally based on the principle of balanced 
financing and whose keystone is the individualization of the project by the Ministry 
of Planning with financing by the BAD. 


With regard to foreign financial assistance, in reply to a question by a Japanese 
banker, Mr Aoufi said that the way of approaching a project's financing in many re- 
spects determines the choice of Algeria's partner. 


As examples, he cited Canada and Austria, which have granted long-term credits to 
our country on edvantageous terms, considering the instabil‘ty of current rates on 
the international market. In short, as a result of the experience which it has 
acquired, Algeiia can no longer bear the expense of an approach which consists of 
wondering which projects to implement, henceforth giving preference only to those 
projects for which balanced financing is possible. 


The first Algerian-Japanese talks by the working group assembled ended yesterday 
afternoon to the general satisfaction of those in attendance. The talks will con- 
tinue this morning with the various officials of the Ministries of Light Industry, 
Heavy Industry and Energy, and in the afternoon with high officials of the Ministries 
of Housing, Posts and Telecommunications and Transportation and Fishing. 


It should also be noted that yesterday was also marked by the interview granted by 
Prime Minister Mohamed Abdelghani to the Japanese delegation led by Mr Inamaya and 
by the latter's courtesy visits to the Ministries of Finance, Heavy Industry, Energy 
and Light Industry.

Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 5 Apr 81 p 2 


[Text] Algiers (APS)--Algerian-Japanese talks began on Saturday morning at the Palace 
of Government with a meeting between Mr M'Hamed Yale, a Central Committee member 

and minister of finance, and Mr Yoshihira Inamaya, Keidanren president and leader 

of the Japanese delegation to Algiers. 











In the course of this meeting, Mr Yala and Mr Inamaya discussed the major issues 

of international economic relations in a bilateral context. These issues were also 
discussed in a general session in the presence of all members of the Japanese delega- 
tion and representatives of the various ministries and national companies with eco- 
nomic authority, as well as general directore of companies and P-DG (presidente- 
general directors) of banks. 


With regard to bilateral relations, Mr Yala said that they have undergone a significant 
development and that nothing stands in the way of their further development within 

the scope of the 5-year plan. But he said that they must be governed by a system 
permitting their growth, in particular through methods of financing Japanese exports. 


The minister therefore requested the opening of a line of credit which could be borne 
by both governments. Mr Yala recalled that this system of financing already exists 
between several countries and Algeria. 


The minister of finance also stated that there are no disputes between Japanese and 
Algerian companies, which is not the case with other foreign companies. The non- 
existence of disputes in itself constitutes a positive factor for the development 
and reinforcement of economic relations between Algerian and Japanese companies. 


With regard to international affairs, the minister of finance pointed out the con- 
vergence of both governments’ political views and Algeria's satisfaction with the 
Japanese Government's position on the Palestinian problem. In this regard, it may 
be recalled that the Japanese Government recognized the Palestinian people's right 
to existence and their own national sovereignty. Finally, the minister of finance 
stated that in the context of international cooperation, Algeria helps developing 
countries poorer than itself, whether in Africa or Asia. 


Mr Yala concluded his speech by paying homage to Japanese technology, which he said 
is making it possible to open broad horizons for cooperation between the two countries. 


In response to the speech by the minister of finance, Mr Inamaya expressed his pro- 
found thanks for the welcome accorded the delegation. He said that hie country is 
working for world peace, which necessarily requires the achievement of economic sta- 
bility in the world, including the Third World, and the achievement of stability 
among the great powers. He also said that he was awaiting precise, detailed informa- 
tion concerning the eB, plan in order to study the ways in which Japan could con- 
tribute to its fulfilment. 


The proceedings were followed by speeches by three representatives of the Ministry 
of Planning and National Development, who successively delivered reports on the plan's 
main features, regional development and industrial policy. 


The meeting-discussion resumed yesterday afternoon in the Ibn-Khaldoun Hall. 


Finally, it should be noted that the morning session was conducted by Mr Yala for 
Algeria and by Mr Inamaya for Japan, prior to the latter's courtesy visit to 
Mr Abdelghani, the prime minister and a member of the Central Committee.

Ibn Salman al Khalifah received this morning Jacques Andrianne--envoy of French 
president Francois Mitterrand--who is currently visiting Manama. The meeting 

was attended by Foreign Minister Shaykh Muhammad Ibn Mubarak al Khalifah, Develop- 
ment and Induetry Minister Yusuf Ahmad ash-Shirawi and French ambassador to Bahrain 
Maurice Pierre Fougerhouse.

He emphasized that his country's relations with the 
Arab countries will be a continuation of the strong relations between France and

BAZARGAN'S PAPER BLASTED BY TUDEH PARTY ORGAN 
Tehran NAMEM-YE MARDOM in Persian 14 May 81 p 2 


[Texc}] The newspaper MIZAN, mouthpiece for the liberal capitalists of Iran, has 
made its cowardly and malicious attacks against the Tudeh party of Iran its 
“peculiar policy.” There is hardly a day when this newspaper does not insult, 
degrade and slander the Tudeh party of Iran. 


The liberal capitalists of Iran, more than any other group or class, are aware of 
our party's role in exposing their plans and policies, and they regard the Tudeh 
party of Iran ae the most important political organizsiion in opposition to these 
plans and policies, and since, first, they cannot divulge the true and basic 
reasons for their opposition to our party, and second, since these plans and 
policies themselves, which all rest on the preservation of capitalism, the 
continuation of the exploitation of the deprived masses, and the accommodation of 
imperialism, are not worth discussing, they have adopted this dastardly method of 
combatting the Tudeh party of Iran. It is well known that the capitalist, when 
faced with 100 percent profits, runs roughshod over every moral and human law, and 
if the profite reached 300 percent, there would be nothing wrong with that, even 
if he ran a risk of being hung. Therefore we do not expect the liberal 
capitalists to have friendly relations with a political organization whose 
activities endanger these 100 and 300 percent profits, and to observe the laws of 
morality and humanity with respect to that organization. Neither do we expect the 
newspaper MIZAN, mouthpiece for the liberal capitalists, to be ungrateful to its 
clase, and if we sometimes reply to the issues raised in this newspaper, our 
intent is to expose the ugly methods the liberal capitalists of Iran employ in 
order to sow discord within the ranks of the people so as to advance their 
policies of class division. 


The spokesmen for liberal capitaliem divide Iranian society into two groups, the 
faithful and the infidels. The faithfulness of people hinges on their remoteness 
or nearness to the political positions of the liberal capitalists. True "Islan" 
is an Islam supported by liberal capitalism, and all other groups practice an 
Islam which is far removed from their genuine "Islam," and has acquired “hybrid” 
characteristics. Most interesting of all, the “hybridnese” of all the Islamic 
groups opposed to capitalism is Marxist: The more “hybrid” the group, the greater 
the percentage of “infidelity” and the smaller the percentage of “faith” 
“Property” is a privilege of the liberal class. Their supporters are “faithful,” 
their opponents are "infidels" or “hybrid” groups: 
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The use of “religion” for the purpose of serving the interests of a clase is 
nothing new in the history of social and political etruggle. The exploiters and 
the exploited have always had two contradictory conceptions of “religion.” In the 
course of history, Ielam itself has been this way and is this way. Khomeyni's 
Ielam and that of King Khaled are living examples of these two contradictory 
perceptions of Islan. 


It cannot be said that Iranian liberal capitaliem has advanced anything new in 
this area. All of their comments and lines of reasoning concerning Islam are 
things that representatives of the reactionary and exploitative ruling classes in 
Saudi Arabia, Egypt, Pakistan, and the rest of the Islamic countries have been 
saying for tens of years, and continue to say, and they are now rehashing these 
utterances. The only ‘new contribution by Iranian liberale is the application of 
those comments to the country's current situation, and the use of the armor of 
“religion” in the context of the Ielamic Republic of Iran, which the newspaper 
MIZAN daily employs extensively againet its opponents. A MIZAN article entitled 
"Digression from Digression" (Tuesday, 22/2/60 [12 May 1981])) ie an example of 
these dastardly misuses. 


MIZAN divides Iran (according to the system we described above) into two groups, 
the faithful and the infidels, and it writes: 


In addition to the faithful and the infidels, another recognizeable group has 
taken shape among the Muslims...and has acquired the name of hypocrite...and the 
clearest of its traits, from the point of view of the Koran, is that it says one 
thing and nurtures the opposite in its heart. 


After thie major and minor premise, MIZAN concludes that that "group of hypocrites 
is the Tudeh party of Iran," which, on the one hand presents itself as a follower 
of the Imam’s line and a supporter of the revolution and its slogans, and on the 
other hand has never denied its loyalty to the Soviet superpower and has 
consequent ly tromped on the slogan “neither Bast nor West." 


You see how MIZAN uses terms like "faithful," "infidel," "hypocrite," "Islam," and 
"Koran" to attack the Tudeh party of Iran, and how it wants to misuse the 
religious sensitivities of its readers in order to further its political aims, and 
uglier than that, accuses the Friday Imam of Tehran of deviating from the "Koranic 
definition of hypocrisy" because he said that hypocrites are those who "do not 
stand with the faithful and put their differences with thea aside." 


We do not believe that the opponents and defenders of the revolution and the 
Islamic Republic of Iran can be grouped into categories of the "faithful," the 
"infidels," and the “hypocrites.” Religious beliefs are not causes of hypocrisy 
or opposition to the revolution and the Islamic Republic of Iran. There are 
"faithful" people who bear the mark of the prayer chip on their foreheads, who 
will never mies their prayers and fasts, and who fulfill all of God's commands, 
but they oppose the revolution and the Islamic Republic of Iran and they work 
actively with the counterrevolution in order to overthrow it. There are also 
patriots who are not Muslims, who are irreligious, but who are prepared to spill 
their last drop of blood for the revolution and the Islamic Republic of Iran, and 
have done so. 
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The borderline between opponents and defendere of the revolution and the Islamic 
Republic of Iran does not lie between “infidelity” and "faithfulness." Bach 
person takes his place within the circles of the opponents and defenders of the 
revolution and the Islamic Republic of Iran on the basis of his class intereote. 
The criteria for identifying "hypocrites" are aleo these same class interests, end 
by thie etandard, the real hypocrites are the Liberals. 


In everv revolution, liberal hypocrisy begins at the moment the revolution 
deepens, and the liberals, who worked with the revolution until yesterday in the 
hope of securing their class interests, from that point on can no longer accept 
the spread of the revolution, which is to their detriaent. 


In this sense, “hypocrisy” is not a moral trait, it ie a socio-political quality. 
From this point of view the Tudeh party of Iran can never be seen as a 
“hypocritical” political party, because our party hae clearly explained the 
principles of its political and ideological ideas, and the party's political 
course and plan and also goes in the direction of the anti-imperialistic and 
humanitarian goals of the revolution and a deepening of the revolution. 


Liberal capitalism, however, which limped along behind the revolution until 
yesterday in the hope of protecting and strengthening its political, economic, and 
social position by resorting to religious slogans, now that the revolution wants 
to take new steps to limit capitalist government, can only have “hypocritical” 
policies, because it knows that if it joins the counterrevolution it will lose its 
entire existence. It therefore has no choice but to adopt “hypocritical” policies 
in order to preserve its position, declare itself in support of the revolution and 
the Islamic Republic of Iran, and to preserve its interests during the period of 
this government with "hypocrisy." Here we see that Iranian liberal capitalism 
beats its breast with the stone of "Islam" on the one hand and on the other hand 
charges that all the steps taken by the government, the Majles and the rest of the 
revolutionary bodies in order to attsin the anti-imperialistic, humanitarian goals 
of the revolution and towards firming up and expanding the revolution, are 
"hypocrisy." 


The Tudeh party of Iran has no need for "hypocrisy." We have said ciearly and we 
continue to say that the Tudeh party of Iran is not a religious organization. It 
is a political organization. Our party's ideology is practical socialism. Our 
policy is to support the five anti-imperialistic, humanitarian elements of Imam 
Khomeyni's line, which we have explained thousands of times. We also understand 
the policy of "neither East nor West" in the sense of preserving Iran's 
independence in the face of every kind of foreign intervention. We support that 
policy in that sense. We are opposed to this policy of the liberals, who want to 
interpret this slogan as indifference towards the socialist world and cooperation 
with the imperialist world and we fight against it. We view the Soviet Union and 
all other socialist countries as friends and natural allies of the Iranian 
revolution, and on the other hand, we view American imperialism, that of the other 
imperialist cou-tries, their allies, and their friends as enemies of the Iranian 
revolution. 


The slightly more than two years of the history of events since the Iranian 
revolution proves that the socialist countries are true friends of the Iranian 
revolution. We cannot cite even one little step of theirs throughout all this 
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period which wae contrary to the interests of the Iranian revolution. On the 
other hand, hundreds of steps taken and being taken by American iaperialica, other

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FORMER CHIEF OF EVIN PRISON PUT ON TRIAL 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 20 May 861 p 2 


[Text] KEYHAN City Service. Yesterday afternoon, the first branch of the Central 
Islamic Revolution Court met in session to examine the cases of two minions of the 
hated former regime, Col Hoseyn Qoli Golsha'iyan, former chief of Department Five 
of Evin Prison, and ‘Ali Nariman, member of the SAVAK pursuit and surveillance 
teams. 


At the beginning of this session, the following text of the indictment against 
him, which had been issued by the Revolutionary Public Prosecutor's Office, was 
read by a lawyer member of the court: 


"The accused is Col Hoseyn Qoli Golsha'iyan--son of Habib; born in 1928; ID No. 
7682 issued in Ardebil; with educational credentials of a high school diploma in 
natural science and a military commission; and he has a wife and four children-- 
was an army officer assigned to SAVAK who was arrested on 26 July 1980. 


"The defendant is accused of upholding the hated former regige by being a member 
of the dissolved SAVAK, creating an atmosphere of oppression, fear, and terror 
in society as well as taking part in the phalanx of killers of Moslem fighters 
and Mojahedin by becoming deputy and then cheif of Evin Prison. 


"The accused graduated from the Military College in 1955 and entered the army and 
served in the cities of Ardebil, Tehran, and Mahabad, etc. He was an aide to 
General of the Army Fereydun Jam. After the transfer of Fereydun Jam to Army 
Staff HQ, he also went there with hia. After Jam's discharge as Army Chief of 
Staff, the accused was assigned to SAVAK in 1971; and on 31 October, under the 
command of Col ‘Abbas Vaziri, he went to EVIN as deputy and then after the death 
of Col Vaziri, the accused took over as chief of Department Five at Evin Prison. 


"The martyrdom of nine militants took place in Evin while he was deputy, and pre- 
cisely at this time when he was in Evin, sany young people were martyred under 
torture by executioners and SAVAK agents such as the Azghandis, the Manuchehris, 
and the Hoseynis [SAVAK agents]. And in no case could the accused have been 
unaware of all these cases (as he claims), among them the martyrdom of Patemeh 
Amini who was martyred during the command of the accused. But he says she 
martyred herself by hanging. 














"The accused worked at Evin with complete devotion until the fall] of the shah's 
regime and army. And not only did the accused not carry out the uxalted order 

of the Imam to desert the army and National Police, but rather he fled from the 
upper gate of the hills of Evin during the victory of blood over the sword on 

ll February 1979 in order to take refuge fr = harm by the furious and shouting 
people who had come to drive out the Taghutis; but he was unaware of the fact that 
the people who had given martyrs would be chasing the traitors everywhere and 
arrest him. After he had stayed in Tehran for a while, the accused went to Mashhad 
where he was arrested in July 1980 and sent back to Tehran." 
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PRESIDENT OF FOREIGN PRESS VENDORS UNION INDICTED

[Text] City Service--Yesterday morning the second branch of the central Islamic 
revolution court met under the chairmanship of Hojatoleslam Mobasheri to investi- 
gate the case against Ezatollah Tajer Menshadi, importer of harmful foreign maga- 
zines and books. 


At the start of the meeting, the text of the indictment issued against the accused 
was read by the representative of the revolution prosecutor. A section of the 
indictment reads: 


The accused 'Ezatollah Tajer Menshadi, son of Iema'il, from Yazd, a resident of 
Tehran, profession bookseller, was born in Yard in 1936, came to Tehran at age 
18 and started to work. At age 23 he rented the Iranshahr newsstand and 10 years 
later he undertook to establish a bookshop. At present the above mentioned has 
amassed huge wealth. A 3-time inspection of the above sentioned's shops was 
carried out by revolution guards and the revolution prosecutor's office. The 
first time, 4 truckloads of sex magazines and 2 truckloads of pervert books from 
the former regime's era were obtained; the second time, 14 cartons of this kind 
of literature were found at a books »p belonging to him, called Keyvan; the third 
time as well, several thousands of vulumes of books on the detested Pahlavi 
regime were found. Meanwhile, several volumes of Zionist books were also seized, 
and all of these have been turned over to the central Islamic revolution court. 


The accused was also elected and known as the representative and president of the 
foreign press vendors’ trade union during the former regime; by importing such 
books from abroad into Iran, he was serving the detested Pahlavi regime. 


The charges brought aga‘nst the accused are as follows: 


1. Spread of corruption and leading the youth to degeneracy by importing and 
selling sexy and pervert magazines. 


2. Deception of the public and strengthening the Pahlavi regime by importing and 
selling books of such ilk to the people. 


3. Selling magazines and books that are forbidden and against Islam and amassing 
huge wealth from such transactions. 
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The causes for the accusation are: 

1. <A report from officials and from brother guardsmen. 

2. <A report from the office of the revolution chief prosecutor. 

3. The statements by the accused during the hearing and interrogation. 

After the reading of the text of the indictment, the accused proceeded to defend 


himself and during his speech, denied the accusations leveled against him. Since 
the court's time ran out, the continuation of the trial wae postponed. 
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PASSPORT CHIEF DETAILS RESTRICTIONS ON FOREIGN TRAVEL 
Tehran ENQELAB-E ESLAMI in Persian 11 May 61 p 9 


\Article: “Exclusive ENQELAB-E ESLAMI Interview with the Passport Chief: New 
Decisions Concerning Those Foividden to Leave the Country and Those Wishing to Leave 
the Country") 


{Text} In an exclusive interview with ENQELAB-E ESLAMI, Colonel ‘Abdolreza Sa'idpur, 
Chief of the Passport Office, announced this office's new policies and plans concern- 
ing those forbidden to leave the country and those wishing to leave the country. The 
chief of the Passp:rt Office said: "One of the problems with public travel outside 
the country is the country's special emergency condition, but in any case, on the 
basis of a plan that we have proposed, the list of those forbidden to leave the 
country will be revised. Colonel Sa'idpur said: “Due to a lack of agreement among 
the banks, the other ministries and organizations, many people have been forbidden 

to leave the country. The banks have in some cases even forbidden people to leave 
the country who owed 25 tumans. Sa'idpur announced in the same interview that the 
Prime Minister's office is taking direct action to secure permission to leave for a 
certain group, and the announcement of the request for permission to leave for 
students and those living abroad is being conveyed to the Prime Minister's Office by 
the Passport Office." 


Why don't foreign residents and students pay exist fees? 


Colonel Sa'idpur: "The non-collection of exit fees from foreign residents and 
students is in accordance with the law. According to the law, those who are foreign 


residents are exempt from the payment of fees. From the point of view of legal 
regulations, students and foreign residents gust not pay exist fees." 


What new conditions do you have in mind for those asking to travel abroad, and what 
new decisions will you make concerning the public's leaving the country? 


Colonel Sa'idpur: “You know that at the present time, leaving the country has been 
restricted to 11 kinds of cases, and in general, in view of the fact that we are 
living with the exigencies of war, in these conditions in which we have problems 
with regard to borders and currency, there is no possibility that public travel 
abroad be unrestricted." 


When the war is over will the restrictions on foreign travel be lifted? 








Colonel Sa'idpur: "So far as I know, the overall policy of the government is not 
that restrictions on foreign travel are to be permanent, but that this is a temporary 
situation, In view of the problems that exist now, it is impossible to allow the 
public to travel abroad. 


"At the present time there are difficulties at our borders, and how much capacity do 
the Mehrabad and Bazargan pointe of entry have? On the other hand, there are also 
problems with currency. Furthermore, under euch difficult conditions in which the 
people are living and when we are at loggerheads with the devil, there are a number 
of people who actually want to go outside the country for recreation. Therefore, 

at the present time, travel has been limited to those cases created by necessity, 
that is, those situetions in which it is necessary to leave the country." 


What provisions and plans have you made to speed up the job of reporting to the 
Passport Office in those 11 cases in which foreign travel is allowed? 


Colonel Sa'idpur: "Actually, these 11 cases are handled by a unit from the Prime 
Minister's office which is stationed in the Paseport Office, and we also cooperate 
wholeheartedly with them to facilitate the work. I must add that permission to leave 
in the 11 cases is granted separately and would not be necessary in ordinary circum- 
stances. That is, under ordinary circumstances, when a traveler has obtained a 
passport from us and we have authorized him to leave, he would be able to leave the 
country repeatedly on the basis of that authorizativn, but under emergency conditions, 
in addition to the passport and authorization to leave granted to the applicant by 

the Passport Office, a separate certificate of authorization to leave is given to the 
applicant by the unit from the Prime Minister's Office stationed in the Passport Office, 
and this authorization to leave is an additional thing. Under present emergency 
conditions, the role we play in issuing passports to applicanta who fall into the 

11 categories is simply that of providing facilities and cooperation. This is, actu- 
ally handled by the unit from the Prime Minister's Office stationed in the Passport 
Office. Essentially, we have no say in the matter, but we help them to carry out 
their tasks. Our officers collect documents from the applicant and give them to 

the unit from the Prime Minister's Office for them to issue, and after issuance, our 
officiers give the passport to the applicant. Therefore, so far as I know, foreigners 
living in the country may leave the country. Students may leave the country with 
approval from the Ministry of Education. 


In other cases, procedures have been established whereby any person who fulfills the 
conditions may obtain authorization to leave the country.” 


Concerning the things you have discussed and in view of the explanations you have 
given, since you are a member of various commissions that have been formed for 
applicants for authorization for foreign travel, I wanted to ask, concerning those 
forbidden .o leave the country, who are said to number around 100,000, what plan do 
you have, and what is the average daily number of those who are exempted from travel 
prohibitions? 


Colonel Sa‘idpur: "First, the number of those forbidden to leave the country is not 
as great as you say. The way in which people are forbidden to leave the country is 
stipulated in Article 16 of the Passport law, and it mostly has to do with people who 
are named by Justice officials. That is, it is the Justice officials who gust tell 
us in order for us to declare the people concerned forbidden to leave the country. 
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There are also those who are held financially accountable to the banks, The number 
of these people is also large because it was decided after the revolution that those 
owing money to the banks would be forbidden to leave the country so that the govern- 
ment's money would not be wasted, In practice, however, it turned out that a great 
many people were forbidden to leave the country in this connection when it wasn't 
necessary. 


"It must be noted that the banks declared that all those who owed money were forbidden 
to leave the country without studying the matter. It is more interesting that one 
individual was forbidden to leave the country who owed 25 tumans. For this reason, 
the number of those forbidden to leave the country is great. 


Of course I must say that we held a commission 2 weeks ago in the central bank for 
the purpose of alleviating these problems, and after talking and exchanging views 
policies were formulated so that any bank would not be able to dosuch a thing. The 
names of all persons will be placed under the control of the central bank and 
reviewed. A minimum figure will be set for forbidding people to leave the country 
and secondly sometimes regulations were approved that were not acceptable to us. 

For example, imagine if the Ministry of Health got a law approved so that all those 
who work in the medical profession were forbidden to leave the country. All right, 

it is natural that this was not a logical thing to do and it was decided upon without 
a representative of the passport office being there to discuss the difficulties with 
carrying out this law. As a result they sent us a 139-page list of names of physicians 
forbidden to leave the country. This was entirely unnecessary. If every organization 
and office is going to come and have all the people in those organizations and offices 
forbidden to leave the country so that they will not go away and have a law written 
to that effect as well, in that case they will have to prevent everyone in the country 
from leaving. Of course the restrictions on medical personnel are only concerned with 
people educated in a specific profession for a specified period of time. Of course 
we have sent our objections and proposals in the Passport Office to the authorities. 
My point, however, is that the increase in the number of people forbidden to leave 
the country is taking place because of uncoordinated planning, when there is no need 
for it. As a result, this kind of planning will make it possible at times for those 
who are really forbidden to leave the country to take advantage of the situation. A 
number of the major problems are t': se very people forbidden to leave the country. 

We have taken steps so that those forbidden to leave the country by the banks and 

the Ministry of Health will be reviewed anew and their numbers reduced as much as 
possible." Concerning review of the status of those forbidden to leave the country, 
Colonel Sa‘idpur said: "We expressed our views in the commission that was formed 

in the central bank. We suggested that people be forbidden to leave the country only 
in cases where it is truly necessary." 


How many passports are issued daily at the present time, and through what stages does 
the issuance of a passport pass? 


Colonel Sa‘idpur: "At the present time there are no restrictions concerning the 
issuance of passports. That is, anyone who requests the issuance or extension of a 
passport is accommodated in the shortest possible time and with no restrictions in 
the Passport Office. However, since passports are issued so that a person can leave 
the country, at the present time the number of passports being issued is at a minimum 
because restrictions on foreign travel have not been lifted. In any case, there are 
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no restrictions on the issuance and extension of passporte and this is done in the 
shortest possible time in the Passport Office. Our statistics show that the daily 
number of passports issued and extended is 300. With regard to leaving the country, 
however, the daily number of those who refer to us is 1,000. 


Concerning the issuance and voiding of student passports, it ie said that the Minietry 
of Education is doing this directly. Ise this within their jurisdiction or not? 


Colonel Sa'idpur: "I have heard nothing about voiding student passports. In any 
case, however, the voiding of passports must be done only by the Passport Office in 
all cases. As for us, in accordance with the policy established by the Council of 
Ministers, with regard to students we definitely must have approval from the Ministry 
of Education for students applying for passports. We will issue authorization to 
leave to students who have confirmation from the Ministry of Education." 


Mr Sa'idpur, what purpose do most of the people have who are applying for foreign 
travel? 


Colonel Sa'idpur: "The largest figure we have is that of Iranians living abroad, and 
among those living abroad, the largest figure we have is that of those living in the 
Arab Sheykhdoms of Kuwait and the Persian Gulf. Most of them are from the lower 
classes of our society. That is, they are people who work there but who usually have 
their homes and lives in Iran. In other words, they earn their livings there. It 

is natural that these people come and go a lot, and since they are continually coming 
and going, the largest figure we have is from this group. That is, 80 percent of 
those who report to us live in the Arab Sheykhdoms. 


What are your future plans in the Passport Office? 


"We will have a procedure whereby applicants for passports will be able to complete 
the task of obtaining one in one visit. In the meantime, in the implementation of 
plans already foreseen by the Passport Office, passports will be issued and delivered 
to applicants within 4 days. Emergency passports for sick people will be issued and 
delivered within 24 hours. In general, go-betweens have been eliminated from the 
Passport Office, and applicants for passports, regardless of position or status, must 
report personally to the Passport Office. At the same time, Passport Office seals 
have been changed in such a way that there is not the slightest possibility of forging 
or fabricating them. The documents necessary for the issuance of a passport have 
been reduced to a minimum. Only 2 photos, a photocopy of one's ID, and a bank statement 
are needed for the issuance of a passport. In general, we have tried to eliminate the 
former incorrect system and method and to replace them with correct procedures. The 
aim is to serve the people, and most important of all, to put a stop to excessive 
applicant visits to the Passport Office." 





What are your plans for issuing passports and authoritizations to leave in the Provinces? 


Colonel Sa'idpur said "Steps have also been taken in this area. It has been anticipated 
that at the first stage passports and authorizations to leave would be issued in two 
southern provinces, so as to put a stop to the wasting of applicants’ time and so that 
there would be no need for them to come to Tehran. At the present time passports are 
being issued in most provinces. Our only problem is the issuance of leave authorizations.’ 
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OFFICIAL CLAIMS BIG OIL, GAS RESERVES 
Tehran KAYHAN INTERNATIONAL in English 28 May 81 p 2 


(Text) Tehran, May 27 (PARS)--Operations performed by the Ministry of 011 and 
Gas explorations and the proven reserves in Iran were explained today by the 
authorities of the Ministry. 


On the occasion of the 73rd anniversary of the first oil exploration in Iran, an 
interview was held in the Ministry of 0il with Engineer Heshmatollah Bozorgnia, 
in charge of Exploration and Exploitation, and other persons responsible for 
excavation activities and the technical personnel of the Ministry. 


They also discussed the history of the oil industry and oil reserves in Iran and 
the works conducted after the Revolution. 


Mr Bozorgnia said "The first oil well was drilled 73 years ago by D'Arcy in 
Masjad-e Soleiman that struck oil at the 360 meter depth and several days after, 
another well struck oil which proved that our country possesses vast oil re- 
serves. The discovery of oil in Iran created a series of competitions between 


the superpowers." 


He then added, "The proven oil reserves of Iran so far are 60 billion barrels 

and from the standpoint of the oil reserves, Iran holds the fourth position in 
the world after Saudi Arabia, the U.S.S.R., and Kuwait. In natural gas deposits, 
Iran holds second place in the world after the U.S.S.R. by having 400,000 billion 
cubic feet." 


Bozorgnia stated, "The oil price was $60 per barrel 120 years ago and upon oil 
discovery in the Mideast countries, its price fell to less than that of water 
in Europe. In 1949 the Iranian government decided to undertake the initiative 
in oil exploration and organized the Iran 0il Joint Stock Company. 


"This Company started its work outside of the consortium and drilled the first 
exploration well in Qom in 1950 but there was no oil. 


Some 6 years later another well was drilled in the same region and they reached 
oil. 


"During this period Swiss geologists, American drillers and English and French 


geophysicists were working in Iran, but today, all exploration and exploitation 
operations are being done only by Iranians and there is not one foreigner expert 
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there to be seen. At the time being, we have trainees from Afghanistan, Nepal, 
Turkey, and India.” 


He then added..."During 31 years, some 118 wells have so far been drilled and 
the overall and total depth of these wells is 265 kms." Regarding operations 

in the various areas of Iran: he said, "We succeeded in discovering one of che 
world's largest gas sources in Khorasan province. This sources, which is lo- 
cated in Sarakhs, possesses by itself 16,000 billion cubic feet and 45 million 
cubic feet of which have now been exploited. If it goes on like this with the 
Same capacity, we will have production for the next 1,000 years and if we calcu- 
late this at the highest production rate used the last 10 years, our gas sources 
will last for at least 250 years." 


Mr Bozorgnia further explained the oil and gas exploration activities being done 
in the various parts of Iran and the drilled wells and the new oil and gas 
sources which have been discovered so far. In conclusion, Engineer Bozorgnia 
spoke about the oil exploitation in the Caspian Sea and mentioned: "We have no 
limitation for exploitation in the Caspian Sea but inasmuch as we have larger 
possibilities on land, therefore, we will not do sea explorations due to the 
immense inherent expenditures."

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LATIN AMERICA SEEN INTENSIFYING REJECTION OF U.S.. PRESENCE

(Text] The expectations and hopes of American imperialism to maintain its control 
and hegemony over the states of Latin America and to keep them subjected to 
American domination and influence on political, economic and military levels have 
all ended in complete failure. 


The new Reagan administration is concerned by the swelling revolutionary tide 
throughout Latin America and the growth of revolutionary potential in many states 
in that burning continent. Pentagon circles seem to be even more concerned by 
what they call "the threat to American national security," since they perceive 
that the continent falls within the American security zone and therefore should 
always be calm, submissive and safely in the orbit of U.S. policy. 


Things are getting worse and more complicated for American policy in that region 
as a result of the astounding aimlessness of the Reagan administration and its 
superficial attempts to grapple with the situation in Latin America. In its 
haphazard efforts, the Reagan administration has played the last card in its hand 
by threatening to apply economic pressures and stop what it calls economic aid and 
development programs in any state whose political stands do not coincide with those 
of the American thinking and U.S. imperialist assaults. 


Since the early 1960's the Latin American continent has seen radical changes 
followed by a growing rejection of America's political and military tutelage and 
by the emergence of several independent nations. At the same time, revolutionary 
fervor began to heat up in some parts of Latin America--specifically, in the small 
non-independent states of Central America where popular forces have been waging 
an armed struggle in the jungles, mountains and cities after clearly realizing 
the impossibility of coexisting with their hangmen following the failure of the 
democratic experiment in Chile and Argentine. 


The Caribbean region, in varying degrees, is witnessing a wave of revolutionary 
activity that has now culminated in El Salvador where more than 10,000 acts of 
violence occurred in 1980 alone. This year, revolutionary action is 
intensifying against all aspects of the hateful American presence. 














The Reagan administration has determined that evente in El Salvador are aimed 
epecifically at it, and other official American analyste have gone further and 
tried to absorb the shockwaves of the Salvadoran events by contending that they 
were attempte to test the Reagan administration, Responding quickly, the 
administration resorted to political and economic preseure and threatened to back 
away from previously agreed on reform programs. 


It is true that the Reagan policy in Latin America is still in the formulation 
stage, or, to put it more precisely, the new president is still feeling his way 
there. But the emerging policy carries the same features of previous policies. 
Indeed, the Reagan policy is nothing gore than an extension of the aisguided 
policies of hie predecessors, 


The general thrust of the U.S. policy is to try to keep the entire continent as 
an exclusive American farm and to perpetuate it as a trade market, energy sine 
and source of raw materials for the United States, ase well as a military barracks 
for the Pentagon. 


Meanwhile, revolutionary rejection of anything that is American is intensifying 
and taking various forms of revolutionary violence. This has led many political 
analysts to draw an analogy between the situation in Latin America, particulerly 
in El Salvador, and the foolish American involvement in Asia, especially in 
Vietnam, and to caution Americe against the consequences of persisting in this 
erroneous policy.

(Text) Allocations for the Kurdistan Autonomous Region in this year's national 
development plan total 724,496,000 dinars. Muhammed Amin Muhammad Ahmad, acting 
chairman of the executive council of the Kurdistan Autonomous Region, has 

stated that the allocations fall into two parts. The first, totaling 527,467,000 
dinars, is designed to cover the expenses and costes of projects being implemented 
by central agencies. The second, which amounts to 198,232,000 dinars, is seant 
to cover the costs of projects carried out by various agencies of the autonomous 


region. 


The allocations set aside for projects carried out by central agencies are divided 
as follows: 448,871,000 dinars for Irbil Province; 49,947,000 dinars for 
Al-Sulayaaniyah Province; 29,749,000 dinars for Dahuk Province. 





The allocations earmarked for projects assigned to autonomous agencies are 

divided as follows: 56,357,000 dinars for the Administration of Works and Housing; 
77,910,000 dinars for the Administration of Agriculture and Agrarian Refors; 
32,097,000 dinars for the Administration of Municipalities and Resorts; 23,753,000 
dinars for the Administration of Internal Affaire; 3,101,000 dinars for the 
Administration of Culture and Youth; 1,150,000 dinars for the Administration of 
Social Affairs; and 1,964,000 dinars to be available to all the above administra- 
tions as a common fund. 


Muhammad Amin Muhammad Ahmad added that this year’s allocations have in some 
areas increased by 30 to 200 percent compared with lest year’s allocations. 


The allocations are primarily geared to central and autonomous projects in the 
areas of transportation, communications, education, health and agriculture. 


The acting chairman of the executive council emphasized that all capabilities in 
the autonomus region will be mobilized to speed the implementation process 
according to priority, adding that no effort will be spared to insure that 
projects are completed on schedule and red tape is avoided in all phases of 
implementation.

[Text] Metulla--A failed officer? A renaissance figure? These definitions are 
certainly too strong to describe "Major" Haddad--nobody here calle him by his French 
rank of commandant--the new "darling" of the Israeli Army. Nevertheless, the major 
lacks the stature of the great soldiers of fortune--setocky and with cropped hair, 

he looks like a British accountant, with his little mustache. He in no way 
resembles the condottiere whom they nevertheless like to evoke in Jerusalem. 


"The free world has become blind; it has seld its conscience to the devil for some 
oil and does nothing to help us free Lebanon, which is under foreign occupation...." 
After almost 2 years of proclaiming the independence of his part of south Lebanon, 
the major has barely modified his statements. Lebanon, he explained in a French 
peppered with Anglicisms--doubtless acquired at the Fort Benning, Georgia, military 
academy--is under Syrian and Palestinian occupation: It is therefore wrong to 
speak in terms of a civil or religious war in Lebanon. It is a "liberation war" 
being conducted from a portion of Lebanon that has already been liberated. Major 
Haddad also denied any intention to partition the country: "Beirut is our capital," 
he repeated, "and the central administration of Lebanon belongs to us." 


The embarrassing thing for the major was that he was making these remarks on 
Israeli territory at Metulla. More specifically in the garden of the small hotel 
Arazim, where he has established his public relations service. With a pistol at 
his side and always accompanied by Lebanese bodyguards, he is not afraid to 
contradict a few official Israeli "truths." 


As far as Jerusalem is concerned there are no Israeli officers in Major Haddad's 
small army. In the enclave--of about 100,000 inhabitants, 40 percent Christian 

and 60 percent Shi'ite and Druze--there are apparently only engineering or health 
experts, there to mend the roads, install water and electricity and provide 

medical aid. Such diplomatic subtleties do not embarrass this 43-year-old Orthodox. 


[Question] Do you have any Israeli military advisers? 


[Answer] Yes, of course. 




















(Question) Many? 


[Answer] Enough. You know, I do not have enough Lebanese officers to command 
my troops. 


[Question] So how much independence do you have? 


[Answer] We have complete independence. We are not trying to escape Syria or 

the terrorists only to fall under Israeli influence. Of course, there is coopera- 
tion and coordination with Israel. Israel gives us advice. But there is some 
advice that is accepted, while other advice is rejected. 


Very Limited Independence 


In fact the major's independence is more limited. It ie Ierael, he admitted, 
which provides his men's pay; it is Israel which purehases his peasants’ annual 
tobacco harvest, the main product of the extreme south of Lebanon; it is Israel 
which supplies all his weapons ("not very modern," he concedes); and, last, it is 
Israel which every morning opens the “proper berder" to thousands of Lebanese who 
work in enterprises in the Jewish state. This is also why the Israeli currency is 
as negotiable as the Lebanese currency in the Christian enclave. 


The Christian enclave, which extends right aleng Israel's northern border, certainly 
provides no impenetrable protection for the Jewish state. Nevertheless, it has 
seriously complicated the Palestinian commando fercee' task: For over a year no 
attacks have been reported on kibbutsim in the area and in Baram, for instance, a 
kibbutz known for its members' leftwing leanings, this sitvation is welcomed, 
although they would prefer "a more presentable ally." 


As Israeli official circles barely conceal, Major Haddad's enclave also serves as 

a jumping-off point for Israeli commando contingents which regularly operate in 
southern Lebanon, having without any great difficulty crossed the zones in priaciple 
under the control of various contingents of the UN interim force in Lebanon. The 
major does not deny these operations, but he dees not much like to talk about then. 
Similarly, he perfers not to say guch about the actions of the Palestinians--whom 
he calls simply "terrorists," as do the Israeli officers--in his enclave. It 

was in Tel Aviv and not in Metulla that we later learned that one Israeli officer 
at least was killed in the major's enclave while trying to defuse one of the mines 
left by the Palestinians overnight. 


What are the major's plans? Although he denies it, his aim is more to "hold" 

and strengthen his positions than to “liberate” further portions of Lebanese 
territory. With his thousand men and his neglected wear: 7. he can hardly launch 
an offensive against the Syrian forces or against the ~ i:ianes installed 
north of his own position. Apparently not everything «23 well between him 
and the northern Christian enclave held by the Phalangists. "That too is a free 
zone," he said, "but Al-Jumayyil is not in a position to talk in terms of a free 
Lebanon. Of course, we are fighting to the same end and we have good relations. 
But they are all Christians, whereas we have many Muslims with us." 
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So much for Major Haddad in the garden of the Arazsim hotel, condemning in turn the 
“terrorists,” the West, UN interim force in Lebanon, which in his opinion is 

guilty of not opposing Palestinian infiltrations (he is particularly dissatisfied 
with the Ghanaian contingent, which is allegedly continually lending money without 
security to the inhabitants of the enclave) and Syria.

Prince Sa'ud al-Paysal also mentioned the wise actions of King Hassan II and his 
brother King Khalid and the fraternal and friendly ties which bind the two 
sovereigns. The Saudi diplomatic chief also discussed the evolution of bilateral 
relations in the economic, cultural and trade fields, praising both Saudi Arabia 
and Morocco for the efforts made in consolidating these relations.

[Text] Riyadh, 5 Jun (MENA)--In today's issue, the Saudi newspaper AL-~JAZIRAH 
addressed an open letter to Yasir ‘Arafat, chairman of the PLO Executive Committee, 
drawing his attention to several negative attitudes that he holds, the consequences 
of which will necessarily affect Palestinian-Saudi relations. 


In its letter the paper warns of the negative consequences of these attitudes for 
the future of the Palestinian revolution and the joint Arab action for the 
Palestinian cause. 


The newspaper warns ‘Arafat about continuing his current behavior or else he would 
lose a great deal. It says that the patience of Saudi Arabia and ite fraternal 
countries that provide aid with this behavior, which it described as "disgracing 
all those who follow it whatever their personality or stand," has limits. 


The paper emphasizes that Saudi Arabia and the other Arab countries are capable 
of exercising their responsibility toward the Palestinian cause even in the 
absence of dealing with those who claim to represent the Palestinian question. 

The existence of the Palestinian Arab people, who are the owners of the legitimate 
right to Palestine, is sufficient. 


In its strongly-worded letter to ‘Arafat, the Saudi newspaper accused certain 
commands of the Palestinian revolution groups of raising contradictory slogans. 
This indicates that the question over which the Palestinian revolution was 
created is, in the eyes of these groups, not the occupied homeland. The newspaper 
also accused the Palestinion leaders of being ungrateful for the Saudi aid in 
particular and the Arab oil countries in general. This justifies the (7? logic) 
that certain Palestinian organizations do not believe in the cause of the occupied 
homeland as do the honest Palestinians, Arab and Muslias. 


The Saudi paper began its letter to ‘Arafat by noting three remarks. The first 
remark says that most of the Palestinian revolution organizations, if not all, 
have been in the habit of continuing severe attacks on the Arab oil countries, 
primarily Saudi Arabia. The second remark notes ‘Arafat's support, or at least 
his silence, about these attacks during major Palestinian conferences, such as 
the Palestine National Council Conference. In its third remark, the paper notes

What does this distinction mean? 


Certainly the fact that Damascus is firmly in control of both the military and 
political situations, despite all the abortive attempts by Washington whether 
directly or indirectly, has upset many calculations of the parties to the front 
hostile to the Arab nation. 


The fact that Syria has shrewdly and wisely taken control of the present situation 
is a warning to the enemies of the Arabs that it holds the key to the future of 
the area, which confirms the fact that the decision of war and peace in the areas 
is in the hands of its own people and specifically in the hands of the national 
progressive forces which Syria represents the heart of these forces' front. 


Syria has now firmly and deliberately embarked on the path rumning in the opposite 
direction to that of the conspiracy against the nation. 


Syria has its own elements of objective strength. These are its national unity, 
the wisdom of its leadership, the sympathy of its brothers, and the support of its 
friends, especially the giant friend of the peoples’ struggle again. imperialist 
coercion--the Soviet Union. 


Moreover Syria has the elements of its intrinsic strength. These sre represented 
in the arms of its fighters and their firepower of which in the 1973 war the 
Zionists experienced only part. The six Israeli spy planes that were downed have 
probably given the enemy more information than they would have had if they returned 
[to base] and escaped the arms of our fighters and their firepower. 
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Because of all this Damascus is in control not only of the present situation but 
aleo of the future of the area. This is in addition to the fact that it is capable 
of striking firmly. 


And for this reason the anger of the parties to the front hostile to the Arabs 
is immeasurable and these parties are in a complete dilemma. 


And since Damascus’ fist is so mighty, the front hostile to the Arabs will continue 
its attempts to undermine Syria, to weaken its hold, and to change the future 
course which Damascus’ hand is shaping. 


Despite the fact that the enemy's options are many and seem endless, they are all 
deadlocked and their chances of influencing Syria's stand are nonexistent. 


One of these options is the gradual gnawing at Damascus’ strong fist by launching 
attacks on the Palestinians and on Lebanon ith the blessing of the United States 

as if these attacks have nothing to do wit) ‘he battle with Syria--as was in the 

case of the U.S.-Israeli common desire to explain the raid on al-Damur and al-Na' imah 
--the aim being to undermine the Pan-Arab character of Syria's stand. 


Because the distinction which Washington and Tel Aviv are trying to draw between 
the two battles is arbitrary and cunning and is intended to lay a trap for the 
Pan-Arab character of Syria's glorious stand, Syria will thwart this arbitrariness 
and cunning and this trap and all similar traps out of its commitment to the 
principle that Arab security is indivisible and aggression against any Arab is an 
aggression against Syria. 


Damascus’ fist will remain strong and will be brandished in the face of the 
Arabs' enemy.

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GCC SECURITY ROLE DISPUTED AMONG MEMBERS

Was Marked by Differences of Opinion on Security") 


[Text] Abu Dhabi--When the creation of a Gulf Copperation Council [GCC] including 
Saudi Arabia, Kwait, Oman, the Inited Arab Emirates, Qatar, and Bahrain was an- 
nounced in Riyadh on 4 February 1981, there were three plans. That of Kwait 
called for a common economic cooperat. on organization. Saudi Arabia stressed 
security. Oman on its part proposed the establishment of a joint force charged 
with the protection of the Strait of Hormuz with the logistical support of the 
Anglo-American forces. 


Finally, the plan approved on Tuesday, 26 May 1981, at the conclusion of the 

Summit meeting in Abu Thabi and which the Gulf rulers ratified is very close to 
Kuwait's initial plan while including security matters among the powers of the 

Gulf Cooperation Council. To avoid becoming isolated from the other Gulf countries, 
Sultan Qabus Bu Sa'id of Oman had to resign himself to eigning this document while 
reasserting, at the time of the closing session, that for him the security of the 
Gulf was “the priority of priorities." 


Yet, the final communique expressly condems the presence "of foreign troops and 
bases in the region" at the very time when the Omani island of Masirah is about to 
receive American military personnel. On the basis of the evidence, the Abu lThabi 
summit represents half a failure for Sultan Qabus. Witness the strong praise of 
Sheikh Zayyid, firet president of the GCC, for the "understanding" evidenced by 
the Omani ruler. 


To be sure, the latter did not fail to bring up that he is committed not to send 
the Americans away as long as the Soviets hold a base in Aden. From this viewpoint 
each one here was conscious of the fact that the arrival of Soviet ships in Aden 

at the time when the Abu Dhabi summit was being concluded represented the concerned 
response of the Soviet Union to the formation of a moderate regional group which 
threatens to counterbalance the influence of the Steadfastmess Front in the Arab 
League. That is the reason why Kuwait--the only country of the Gulf to maintain 
diplomatic relations with the socialist states--is striving to persuade the other 
members of the GCC to establish links with the USSR, 








In short, the GCC is both an “umbrella” for the numerous common organizations of 
the Gulf which have been springing up in the past 10 years or so and something 
more. In this regard, the proclaimed resolve not to appear as a pact directed 
against anyone will doubtless leave wiconvinced the countries of the Steadfastness 
Front, the only group formed to date within the Arab League. Furthermore, among 
the six economic committees whose creation was approved by the heads of state, 
the most significant is undoubtedly the oil committee whose purpose is to imle- 
ment joint policy, whether of petroleum exploitation and distribution or also and 
especially of prices and production levels. With 700 million tons of oil a year, 
the member-states of the GCC represent nearly 60 percent of OPEC's total pro- 
duction, 


According to the bylaws, the six heads of state are slated to meet twice a year, 
the next summit being scheduled to be held in Riyadh in November 1981. their 
part, the ministers of foreign affairs will meet every 3 months. Commenting on 
these provisions the Gulf officials note their determination to move step by step, 
without haste, toward the solution of the problems, including the most touchy 

of them <-the problem of security. While the seat of the Gulf Cooperation Council 
is in Riyadh, ite secretary general is a Kuwaiti, agreement being reached on 
selecting the former ambassador of Kuwait to the United Nations, "Abdallah Ya'acub 
Bichara. This experienced diplomat owes his reputation specifically to the fact 
that it is at his residence that Andrew Young had met some PaJestinian officials. 
Finally, a grievance committee was established to put an end to the numerous 
border disputes existing among all the member-states of the new organization.
